House Committee Cuts 
Funds for Project 


WASHINGTON (ft—The house appropriations committee drew clear 


lines today for a major congressional fight over the controversial Dixon- 
Yates power project.

floor for debate next Wednesday 
a bill appropriating 
$1,282,106.242 


to finance government power agen- 
cies for the fiscal year starting 
July 1. 


Reject Request 


By a split vote, the committee 


turned down an administration re- 
quest for 61 
2 million dollars to 


build a power line linking the 
Dixon-Yates plant at West Mem- 
phis, Ark., with the Tennessee 
Valley Authority power system. 
Then it earmarked the money to 
start construction of a new TVA 
steam plant at Fulton, Term. 


The effect of the action, if sus- 


tained by Congress, could be to 
leave the Dixon-Yates project with- 
out an outlet for its current and 
to build a new TVA plant to gene- 
rate power in an area the Dixun- 
Yates group plans to serve. 


House leaders conceded that the 


action would stir up a hot floor 
fight that would have repercus- 
sions in the 1956 political cam- 
paign. Democrats predicted that 
the 
commitee recommendation 


would be upheld by a partisan vote. 


Break Ground 


Ground already has been broken 


for the 197 < million dollar West 
Memphis plant to be financed by 
the Middle South Utilities Co , 
headed by Edgar H. Dixon and 
the " Southern Co.. headed by- 
Eugene Yates. The Dixon-Yates 
group has signed a 25-year con- 
tract with the Atomic Energy 
Commission to supply the TVA 
'.vith power as replacement for 
energy TVA supplies to atomic 
plants. 


The adminishation concluded the 


contract in place of asking Con- 
gress to build the Fulton TVA 
plant, which Congress has turned 
down several times.

The Illinois house today held 
a two-hour session and then 
adjourned until 10 a. m. Sat- 
urday in the face of a chok- 
ing filibuster which carried 
on the fourth straight day. 


The Saturday meeting will be a 


perfunctory one, at which bills will 
be read but none advanced or 
passed. The House agreed to sus- 
pend its rules for that meeting so 
that a majority of members would 
not have to be present in order to 
transact business. 
.Most of the lawmakers immedi- 
ately headed home for the week- 
end after putting in long hours of 
day and night sessions during the 
past three days. 


Rep. John Morris (D-Chadwick), 


who teamed with Rep. Paul Zieg- 
ler (D-Carmi) in leading the fili- 
buster, declared that "I'm in this 
fight to the end." 


Morris said that he was not try- 


ing to hold up the House by dila- 
tory parliamentary tactics but was 
"operating under the Constitution" 
in demanding that all bills called 
for action be read in full. Because 
of the time this requires, the House 
was limited to advancing 11 routine 
measures at today's session. 


At a long meeting Thursday, the 


House by slowly grinding out roll 
calls passed 33 Senate bills. 


When the lawmakers return next 


week for a regular meeting, they 
will have only three weeks left be- 
fore the June 30 windup date. 


Morris and Chadwick employed 


the filibuster in protest against 
House passage earlier in the week 
of three bills to permit Chicago to 
build a 34 million dollar convention 
hall. Construction would be fi- 
nanced from the fair and exposi- 
tion fund, which is supported by 
state taxes on horse racing.

"The membeis of this graduation 


class are to be congratulated for 
their achievements," he said, "but 
if they had not succeeded, they 
would be in real difficulty trying 
to explain why they failed." 


Addressing the 154 seniors and 


the capacity audience of parents, 
schoolmates and friends, the Rev. 
Mr. Hubbard said no generation of 
young people have every received 
as much help physically, mentally, 
morally and spiritually. "Five hun- 
dred years ago at least half of them 
would not have lived to graduation 
age."

WASHINGTON (ft-John T. Wat- 


kins, 44, an official of the CIO- 
United Automobile Workers, today 
was fined SoOO and given a one- 
year suspended jail sentence for 
contempt of Congress. 


The sentence was imposed by 


U. S. Dist. Judge Joseph C. Mc- 
Garrahy, who found Watkins guilty 
May 27. 


Watkins attorneys. Joseph L. 


Rauh Jr., and Sidney A. Sachs, 
said they will appeal. 


Rauh said the appeal will be 


based solely on the right of the 
House Un - American Activities 
Committee to "engage in exposure 
activities rather than those of a 
legislative purpose."

New? Safer 
Standards 
Developed 


'Lessons Learned,' 
Says Dr. Scheele 
In Full Review 


WASHINGTON UP) — The 


Public Health Service said to- 
day it was required to develop 
new and safer standards for 
Salk polio vaccine after un- 
expected problems in mass 
manufacture had threatened 
to wipe out a "built-in factor 
of safety." 


Surgeon General L e o n a r d A. 


Scheele expressed belief, however, 
"that this vaccine will fulfill its 
bright promise as a major advance 
in the prevention and control of a 
disease that has shadowed the 
lives of children and young adults 
for many generations." 


And the lessons that have been 


learned, he said, "offer promise 
of solutions to a hitherto-baffling 
group of disease problems." 


How Composed 


A special health service report, 


in discussing the "built-in" safety 
factor, said the vaccine is com- 
posed of three types of polio virus- 
es mixed together after they had 
been inactivated, or killed. In som« 
cases, the report said, live viruses 
were found in the final mixture 
after tests of the three component 
parts had shown none. 


These things showed up. the re- 


port added, when the health serv- 
ice made an intensive study of the 
manufacturers' records. They had 
not been reported to the health 
service, it said, because the manu- 
facturers had not asked for clear- 
ance of'ffie faulty "lots. 


"The intensive investigations of 


th« past five weeks," the report 
said, "indicate that the records re- 
quired of manufacturers were in- 
adequate to permit realistic assess- 
ment of consistency in the per- 
formance of each establishment." 


Released Early 


The statements were contained 


in a comprehensive and highly 
technical review of the entire polio 
vaccine program, long promised 
but released unexpectedly early to- 
day. Publication of the document, 
running 163 typewritten and print- 
ed pages, was ordered after the 
New York Times printed a portion 
of it. 


In a letter transmitting the re- 


port to Secretary of Welfare Hob- 
by, Scheele said that "events which 
in the traditional course of scien- 
tific development would have cov- 
ered years were telescoped into 
months and, as a result, both suc- 
cesses and failures have been 
magnified. 


"In the long run. however, the 


nation and the world will surely 
have gained from efforts to speed 
the availability of an effective im- 
munizing agent against this dis- 
ease." 


Much of the material in the re- 


port is history—the story of last 
year's extensive field testa, the 
general approval of the polio vac- 
cine on April 12 this year, the de- 
velopment of polio in some vacci- 
nated children, the go-slow warn- 
ings and subsequent stoppage of 
immunizations, and the develop- 
ment of new standards w h i c h

years back there would have been little doubt 


about it. Today there's a good chance part of the cost will 
be passed along to the consumer. But some think much of it 
can't be—at least at retail. 
. 
In the last three years, while industrial materials were 


edging higher and labor costs continuing to rise, the trend 
at retail has been toward lower prices. 
This year's big jump in the size of wage increases— 


and especially the auto industry's token step in the direction 
of a guaranteed annual wage—revives fear of another wage- 
price inflation spiral like those in the years right after World 
War II 
The argument for inflation is tfrs: Companies have to 


look to income from sales to pay for this year's higher wage 
scales and for the unemployment benefit funds some are 
promising to set up. Fords layoff pay plan, for example, will 
cost the company five cents an hour per worker 
Sales income depends on price and volume of goods sold. 


Companies, therefore, might be more than willing to pass 
along the higher labor costs in the form of higher prices. 


But those who minimize the danger now of a new infla- 


tion argue: 
Times have changed. In the early postwar years many 


roods were in scarce supply. Increased payroll expense 
could be added quickly to prices without endangering sales 
volume. 
, 
_,n 
., 
Now most goods are in abundant supply. The capacity 


to produce them often is in excess of demand. Competition 
now isn't among buyers bidding for scarce goods, but among 
sellers of abundant goods trying to entice consumers. 


And consumer price resistance is strong now. Much of 


this year's high sales volume is traced to price cutting or 
discounting and to promotion through easy credit terms. 


Thanks to the huge buying splurge 'since the war, the 


buying public has stocked up on appliances, homes, furnish- 
ings and new cars. Higher prices might find demand less 
than urgent. 
So businessmen, faced with higher labor costs, seem to 


have three choices: 1. To raise prices and risk a shrinking 
hi sales volume. 2. To cut production to make goods scarce 
to price hikes would stick—a ticklish thing to do in concert 
while the justice department looks on. 3. To absorb all or 
part of the higher labor costs. The last could mean a lower- 
ing of the profit margin, unless operating costs can be cut 
in other directions. 
But many companies have just such a card tip their 


sleeves. 
While their wage scales and fringe payments have been 


rising, their new machines and modernized plants have let 
them produce more goods with fewer man hours. This is 
called a gain in productivity. And some argue that in many 
factories the productivity gain offsets or almost meets the 
hourly wages.

canker sores and closed with the 
statement that anyone who had a 
good answer to their treatment 
would deserve the gratitude of 
thousands.

They had all had great trouble 


with canker sores but ultimately 
obtained relief in about 40 different 
ways: Mouth washes, changing the 
diet, special application of drugs, 
changing their mental attitude, and 
many others. 


It is not possible to draw any 


conclusions as to whether any sin- 
gle method is the answer to this 
annoying problem. I can only as- 
sume thai, most people eventually 
get over their trouble with canker 
sores and that people in general, as 
well as their doctors, have not yet 
developed any standard 
method 


that does the job for all.

can leaders, barely successful in 
swinging the state to President Ei- 
senhower in 1952, are lockod in 
battle for control of the state 
paity. and national leaders may 
have to step m before the presi- 


dential campaign next year. 


Th« party hasn't won an elec- 


tion since 1952 and lost a Senatt 
seat that year. 


The long-smouldering feud flared 


into the open last week. It de- 
veloped over distribution of gov- 
ernment jobs in the state. 


A. D. (Bud) Welsh. Republican 


National Committeeman from Mis- 
souri, tossed a lighted bomb today 
right into the middle of plans for 
a "harmony meeting" of *he GOP 
stat* Committee at Columbia or 
Jefferaon City June 26. 


Won't Go Along 


Welsh indicated he and Mrs.

U. S. Grants 
Swiss Some 
Tariff Cuts 


WASHINGTON UF> — The United 


States has granted new tariff con- 
cessions to Switzerland to compen- 
sate for American action in in- 
creasing duty rates on foreign 
watches and watch movements. 


At the same time it has agreed 


to lower some tariffs on exports 
important to Canada and Belgium 
to offset congressional moves in 
besting duties on fishsticks and 
rubber soled shoes. 


The new agreement with Switzer- 


land, negotiated during conferences 
which ended Wednesday, will af- 
fect some 58,100 000 worth of an- 
nual Swiss shipments to the United 
States. Lower rates were agreed 
upon for Swiss hatbraids, some 
handkerchiefs, m o t i o n picture 
cameras and parts, embroidery, 
measuring 
and timing 
devices, 


surveying instruments, some knit 
underwear and specified coal-tar 
derivatives. 


Average 44 Per Cent 


Reductions in American duties 


ranged from 12*2 to 50 per cent 
on most of the items involved, with 
the average reduction amounting 
to 44 per cent of present rates. 


Switzerland had demanded the 


new cuts to compensate for the 
Eisenhower administration's move 
in doubling the duty on watch and 
watch movement imports 
This 


hike was decided upon the grounds 
it was necessary to prevent senous 
injury to the American watch in- 
dustry. 


Switzerland shipped an average 


of 57 million dollars of watches 
and movements into the United 
States annually until the new rates 
went inio effect 


Other Reductions 


To meet Canada's objections, the 


United States reduced rates on 
some pickled and salted herring 
and fresh and frozen crab meat. 


Belgium received lower duties 


on eggs, except chicken eggs, and 
cotton goods not specifically cover- 
ed in other agreements.

Followed Tactics 


For a }ear after Stalin's death

Perhaps they thought this tech- 


nique still had a chance, for until 
late in 1954 the Allies were squab- 
bling among themselves on letting 
the Germans have guns again 


The Kiemlin team must have 


seen the jig was up Dec. 30 %vhen 
the French Chamber of Deputies 
voter for German independence 
and rearmament 
Not long after- 


wards things began to change 


On Feb. 8 Stalin's successor, 


Premier 
Geoigi Malenkov, was 


bounced. This was widely inter- 
preted in the guessing West as 
meaning (A) a. tougher Kremlin 
policy and, or, (B) that there was 
now a fierce struggle for power 
in the Kremlin. 


Got Softer 


Perhaps the following was closer 


to the truth for, as events showed, 
the Kremlin policy got softer in- 
stead of tougher and nobody has 
lost his head there yet: 


1. They were losing- with Stalin s 


tactics. By a shift, to a show of 
friendliness and cooperation, they 


might still weaken the Western Al- 
liance and e\en keep Geirr.anv 
from i eai mmg since it hadn t 
started to rearm yet. 


2. If they kept on the way they 


weie going, with the West build- 
ing up its strength, they might 
Iicad into a \\ttl \MlKU VkUU.Cl H-ttVe 
them pulverized. 


3. A change in tactics needed a 


change in people. Malenkov should 
not be in the showcase if they 
were going to display a new face 
of good fellowship and sweet rea- 
sonableness. Malenkov. like Stalin, 
looks sour and immovable. Judg- 
ing from his pictures, he's an in- 
trovert. Good-Time-Charleys are 
extroverts. 


The Kiemlin shoved forward two 


men who at least act like Good- 
Time Charle\s. Piemier Nikolai 
Bulgamn with a \elvety beaid 
whicn makes him look moie like 
a symphony oithestia conductor 
han a revolutionist; and Xikita
